R i t z T h e a t r e 


The following sketch of Coman­ 
che County of about 90 years ago! 
was written by the late Rev. F. j 
M Cross who was bom in Pon­ 
totoc County Mississippi in 1834. | 
The writer came to Milam County, - 
Texas in 1846 and nine years 
later moved to Comanche. Thej 
articvle is from the book. "Early 
Days in Central Texas" as written 
by Rev. Cross about 1912: 
"In the fall of 1855, I moved 
to Comanche County and settled 
about 3 miles from where New-1 
burg now is on M ountain Creek, i 
There were at th at time 25 or 
30 families in the county, yet the 
county was not organized. Cora, 
12 miles east of where Comanche 
now is was selected as the county 
seat. Soon after I got there an 
election was held in which Jim 
M artin was elected sheriff and 
Frank Collier, county clerk. I do 
not recall the other officers. All 
county business was transacted at 
Cora for several years before the 
county line was established. 
"The first district judge to hold 
court at Cora was Judge N. W. 
B attlter of Waco. A Mr. McCall 
was the first 
district attorney. 
The first criminal case of note 
was the trial of old Billy Tatum, 
better known as Bud Tatum. He 
was tried for killing Wylie Bag­ 
gett and I was a witness in the 
case. The defendant’s counsel was 
Colonel Norris of Waco. After 
about three trials Tatum was ac­ 
quitted. 
"The next murder case tried at 
Cora was th at of Ace Reade. He 
was charged with be in gan ac­ 
cessory to the killing of a man 
by the name of Foreman. The 
killing was done a little before 
the killing of Baggett. The m an 
who actually killed Foreman was 
Joe Reade. He was never caught, 
and his father, Ace Reade. though 
implicated 
in 
the 
killing, 
was 
cleared. 
"By this time the new county 
began to think of getting down 
to business and had Lon Price, 
County surveyor, to run the coun­ 
ty lines. It was found that Cora 
was in the extreme lower edge of 
the county and the commission-

W. H. Woolev. who settled in 
Comanche in the early 90’s but 
after a few years moved to the 
Gustine-Lamkin section where he 
lived until three years ago when 
he went to Stephenville to be 
with his daughter. Mrs. Charles 
Froh, writes an interesting ac­ 
count of activities in early-day 
Comanche. 
Mr. Wooley. for many years one 
of Comanche County’s most sub­ 
stantial citizens, has been ill for 
three and a half years but is now 
improving and writes The Chief 
th at he is hopeful of getting "back 
on my feet." He sent along the 
following account of his exper­ 
iences in Comanche in the 80’s 
and gay 90s with "the hope th at 
some of the old timers who are 
still left in Comanche County 
may get a little kick out of read­ 
ing it." 
v 
His story follows; 
I have read with special in­ 
terest the account in The Chief 
of April 25 of your interview with 
Mr. C. P. St. Clair which reflects 
a most enviable record, of which 
he should justly be very proud. 
I’m sure proud of it for him, and 
am wondering if a few lines by 
one whose citizenship in Coman­ 
che antedates th at of Charley by 
a few years* would interest any of 
the few real oldtimers who are 
still in the land of the living. 
I bought the only new saddle 
I ever owned from J. W. Stone 
who ran a saddle shop there, and 
on the same day my father bought 
a custom made saddle from Hill, 
Moore & Co. We were delivering 
cattle to Beem&n Sc Martin. 
I received my education in the 
old Comanche *Coik*ge”. I ntered 
school for the last half of a term 
taught by R. E, L. Robinson, and 
boarded a while at "Uncle Bob” 
barter’s Hotel, but soon found 
hat too expensive for a cow- 
puncher boy just to attend school, 


so R. M. Gam er, then postmaster, 
came to my relief by letting me 
stay at his home the remainder 
of the term, after which I felt 
fully qualified to cope with any 
problem that m ight confront me, 
I wanted a job. so J. D. Bonner, 
County Clerk, took m< 
in the 
office as his d o u ty . I think that 
was about the time Charley mov­ 
ed into Comanche, as fine looking 
and as well dressed young man 
as I ever saw, well educated and 
with an eye to business. 
I was so elated over my job that 
¡1 hadn't time for observation out- 
'side, but in the following election 
Mr. Bonner was defeated which 
took me off my perch and left me 
with no prospect of another ,ob. 
I 
I talked to several of the ieau- 
tlng business men, and they all 
advised me to go to school ‘some 
more," which I did a short time, 
and came back and got a joo 
with Fleming Sc Rowe. But luck 
went against me again. I got ty­ 
phoid fever and had to be haiucd 
out of town; but a.- Ion»' as I n.ed 
there, I tried to keep step with 
the crowd of young people who 
seemingly derived their gre..tost 
pleasure from those weekly "hops" 
in the hall on the West Side. 
Everyone enjoyed them to the 
limit, from the first dance clear 
through the “Home Sweet Home" 
wait/, 
all to the tune of Mr, 
Thaxton’s "fiddle.” And Charley 
was right in the big nr ’d’ ' of 
it all, usually wearing the first 
black aluaco coat that I’d ever 
seen, and “bt y, did he sparkle” 
under those bright Lights. 
I’d have given anythin 
fo r a 
coat like that, I couldn’t dance
